IE SAYS CLEVELAND 18 NOT IN II. 


He Is for Hill, and Suggests Other Possibili- 
ties—An Interesting Talk with a 
Working Democrat. 


CrxcInnaTI, O., April 29.—A special to The 
Enquirer from Pueblo, Col., says: 

Ex-Governor John G. Warwick, of Ohio, 
the democrat who is congressman-elect from 


we sixteenth Ohio district, having defeated 


William McKinley for the office last fall, has 
been passing a few days in Pueblo, accom- 
panied by his wife. In an interview with the 
distinguished gentleman he was asked: 
“Whom will we nominate for president ?” 
„Well, not Cleveland; we cannot afford to 
go into the campaign handicapped by his 
recent anti-silver letter with much prospect of 
victory. I want to see David B. Hill made 
the democratic candidate. Hill jumped into 
last year’s fight in his usual aggressive, trucu- 
lent way and did effective work. Cleveland 
held aloof, and then at the Columbus ban- 
quet following our victory modestly 
ascribed to himself the credit. If the 
contest between the Hill and Cleveland fac- 
tions in New York grows too fierce, I believe 
that both will be dropped. No, I do not think 
that Gorman is in the fight, nor do I believe 
he wants the nomination. If it is not Hill it 
will probably be a western man. Mr. McKin- 
ley will doubtless he nominated by the repub- 
licans of Ohio for governor, and Campbell will 
be the democratic candidate. If Palmer were 
not too old his chances would be the best 
among westerners for the presidency, in case 
Hill and Cleveland are removed from the list 
of eligibles.’’ 

„Well. may not the lightning strike yon, 
governor ?’’ asked the reporter. 

„Mr. Warwick laughingly replied, No, I 
am a native of Irelaud.“

A TALK WITH THE CHINESE 


Minister About the Action of His Govern- 
ment in Rejecting Blair. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—A representative 
of the Associated Press this morning called at 
the Chinese legation here, and had an inter- 
view with Minister Yen in regard to the dis- 
inclination of his government to receive Sena- 
tor Blairas the accredited representative of 
the United States. 

Mr. Yen said, through an interpreter, that 
he had received a cablegram from the Chinese 
foreign office, which he was instructed to lay 
before Secretary Blaine without dens. 
expressing the unwillingness. of the 
peror to receive r. Blair. Other 
than this Mr. Yen had received no instruc- 
tions, written or otherwise, from his govern- 
ment on the subject. The exact language of 
the cablegram or whether the reasons for this 
action were given, Mr. Yen declines to state. 
Personally he had a very high opivion of Sen- 
ator Blair. He had met him several times, 
atid bat always found him to he a very cou 
eous gentleman. 

At the time Senator Blair was nominated 
minister to China, Mr. Yen was in Peru, to 
which government he is also the representa- 
tive of China, and did not return tothe 
United States until early in the present month. 
He had never had occasion to ascertain what 
had been Senator Blair's attitude towards 
China or Chinese residents in this country, and 
not until his return had the senators’s utter- 
ances on the Chinese question, as reported in 

Record, been brought to 
his attention. 


The minister conveyed the impression that 
he had simply stated facts to his government, 
and aside from that had not sought to influ- 
énce its decision, either favorably to the sena- 
tor or unfavorably. 

This action of the Chinese authorities has 
not created the least excitement here, as it 
had been anticipated by many from the first. 
The proceeding is not a very unusual one and 
cannot be construed as indicating an unfriend- 
ly feeling toward this government. 

CHINA’S WISHES WILL BE RESPECTED. 

Among departmental officials there is a 


general indisposition to discuss the subject of 


Still it is evident that there 
is no general desire to magnify the 
incident into the proportions of a 
diplomatic rupture. It is a long established 
rule of diplomacy that a nation is not 
obliged to accept a minister who is not 
persona grata, and that a rejection on that 
account is not to be construed intoan intended 
affront to the dignity of the nation which 
sends the minister. The United. States hesi- 
tated for a long time to fully endorse this rule, 
and showed some resentment when the Aus- 
trian government during the last administra- 
tion asked that Minister Keily be not sent to 
Austria as United States minister. But about 
the time of the Sackville-West episode, the 
United States became an enthusiastic adherent 
of the policy that a nation is not bound to 
receive or retain a foreign minister who is not 
acceptable to its people. Then, too, there was 
a lingering recollection of the fact that the 
United States had, about the time of the 
French revolution, sent home the representa- 
tive of the French republic because he had 
made himself obnoxious to the people of the 
United States. 
ANOTHER ONE WILL BE APPOINTED. 
In these cases the demand for the minister’s 


recall was rather peremptory and we did not 
show the consideration manifested by the 
Chinese government in refraining from an ab- 
solute rejection of Minister Blair, and simply 
stating that his coming to China in the capac- 
ity of United States minister would not be en- 
tirely agreeable to the government of that 
country.

ANOTHER ARREST MADE 


Of a Man Suspected of Being New York's 
“Jack the Ripper.“ 

Jersey City, N. J., April 29.—At noon 
today the police of this city arrested a man 
supposed to be an Algerian sailor, and took 
him to police headquarters. Chief of Police 
Murphy said that there was no doubt that the 
man is the one wanted by Inspector Byrnes, of 
New York, for the murder of Carrie Brown at 
East River hotel. Inspector Byrnes was noti- 
fied of the arrest and was requested to send an 
officer to Jersey City to identify the prisoner. 

The man arrested is known as ‘‘Frenchy No. 
2.“ He is a boss cattle driver ona tramp cat- 
tle ship, and was arrested in London, England, 
and imprisoned several weeks, but the author- 
ties there were unable to identify him as 
“Jack the Ripper.” He is a cousin of the 
man arrested in New York and known as 


Frenchy No. 1.“ * 
THE CONDUCTOR TO BLAME 


For an Accident Which Cost Him His Life, 
With Four Others. 

Battmorz, April 29.—Five men were 
killed in a collision between a Cincinnati ex- 
press and freight train on the Metropolitan 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio road yes- 
terday afternoon. The bodies of J. W. Amy, 
of Baltimore, conductor of the freight, and an 
unknown brakeman of the freight, were found 
under the engine this morning. Amy was 
supposed to have run away after the accident 
to escape punishment for the disaster, which 
his disobedience of orders caused.

CHATTANOOGA'S. BLAZES, 
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EAST TENNESSEE ROAD A HEAVY LOSER 


Burning of Large Bulldings, Including a 
Freight Depot—Cars Loaded with © ~ 
2 Merchandise Also Destroyed. N ; 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 29.—There was 
a terrible conflagration here this morning. Tue 
loss is fully $250,000; insurance, ouly $150,000. 
The fire commenced at 3 o'clock a. nt, in 
Campbell & Co.’s furniture factory, on King 
street; soon got beyond control of the fire de- 
partment and rapidly took in everything in 
the near neighborhood. It was7 o’clock 6. mi. 
before the flames were under control, 
field of destruction covered twenty acres. The 
loss is about as follows: 3 
Campbell & Co., furniture factory, lost, 
$75,000; insurance, about $50,000. : 
G. G. Lily, two-story brick, just completed, 
not occupied, loss, $15,000; insurance,'$13,000. 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 
toad Company, freight depot complete; 2 
on building, about $25,000; contents es 
at $25,000. There were also about seventy- 
five freight cars destroyed, about fifty i 
filled with miscellaneous freight. 3 
The loss on the destruction of these cars dees 
not fall short of $75,000, making a total lods to 
the railroad company of about $125,000. 

The amount of insurance is not known. 

There were several small buildings destroyed, 
which may aggregate $10,000 in loss. : 

By heroic efforts the new Mountain City 

flouring mills just completed at a cost of nearly 
$200,000 were saved. The Morrison Lumber 
Company incurred only a small loss on account 
of destruction of some lumber in the yard. A 
large quantity of lumber in the vicinity t 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad depot was destroyed. The fire 
furiously for four hours. Several carloads of 
combustibles were burned, among others 
carload of fireworks, creating a great panic 
the crowd witnessing and working about th 
fire. The three fire engines of the fire depart 
ment were of little use owing to the great 
field covered. ! 

While this fire was raging in its greatest 
fury another broke out on East Montgomery 
avenue near Grandview hotel anda tw 1 
brick and eight frame cottages were destroyed, 
involving a loss of about $20,000, fully covered: 
by insurance. i 

The fire department sent a few sections of 
hose to this fire and volunteers manned the 
hose lines and finally got the fire under con- 
trol. The property burned belonging to Will- 
iam Wilhoite.

Before going, 
however, he became enamored of several of 
the young ladies of this place, among whom 
were three sisters, who, each in turn shared in 
the distribution of his affections. 

On Friday last, a Mr. Long, the telegraph 
operator, knowing Drake’s amorous disposi- 
tion, wrote him that it was the desire of one of 
these three that he should pay her a visit at 
his convenience. He, of course, at once 
imagined that the gentility of his presence 
was essential tothe happiness of the young 
lady, and made haste to come. The young 
lady, who was in total ignorance of the whole 
proceeding, it seems, failed to bestow on him 
a sufficiency of the sunlight of her smiles, 
which made him very despondent. He went 
out and made several fruitless attempts to pro- 
cure a revolver with which to shuffle off this 
mortal coil. He then repaired to the drug 
store, where he purchased a vial of laudanum, 
which he soon attempted to swallow, but 
owing to his nervous condition, he dropped 
the vial and the drug was lost. By this time, 
several persons had noticed his actions, and 
their interference prevented the accomplish- 
ment of any further recklessness.

AGAINST DISORDER IN THE MAY 
DAY DEMONSTRATION. 


THE TROOPS ‘SUPPLIED WITH CARTRIDGES 


And Confined to Their Barracks—The Gov- 
ernment Has Decided that There 
Shall Be No Parade. 


Panis, April 29.—A most serious feeling of 
alarm prevails in official circles here at the 
possibility of an anarchist outbreak on May 
lst, Asa result, the military and police au- 
thorities have taken, and are taking, the most 
extreme precautions, and are making every 
preparation possible to effectually meet and 
promptly suppress any disorder on the part of 
the anarchists or others. Several violept an- 
archist manifestoes, intended to incite soldiers 
composing the garrison of Paris and its neigh- 
borhood to revolt, have recently been circu- 
lated by agents of the anarchists. 

Several of these incendiary documents are 
in the possession of the police, who are now 
engaged in searching the residences of an- 
archist leaders. It is announced that from 
today untilthe May Day excitement is over, 
no soldiers will be allowed to leave their bar- 
racks except on guard duty, or to bring in sup- 
plies, provisions, etc. Even officers are con- 
fined to the barracks: To each soldier of the 
garrison 100 rounds of ball cartridges have 
been distributed. 

The military authorities have also arranged 
plans for communication with the different 
military posts, barracks and forts, and have 
completed arrangements for the concentration 
and distribution at points of vantage of 
troops available in caseof disorder. Thus, the 
entire military and police forces of Paris are 
prepared almost at a moment's notice to issue 
forth from their quarters and occupy the streets 
and squares of Paris in such a manner that any 
anarchist movement will be pretty sure to be 
nipped in the bud, however well it may be 
planned. 

WILL THERE BE A PARADE. 

Paris, April 28.—The programme for May 
Day is placarded throughout the city. Pro- 
vincial deputations will accompany the work- 
men in their procession to the chambers in the 
afternoon to present their demands. The 
government is preparing strong measures to 
preserve order. 

It is officially announced that no labor dem 
onstratien will be allowed in the streets of this 
city.on May Day.

THE LADY'S STORY 


Of the Massacre at Mainpur—Quinton 
Managed Affairs Badly. 
Catcutta, April 29.—Mrs. F. H. C. Grim- 
wood, wife of Mr. Grimwood, late British 
political agent at Manipur, who was murdered 


“when Chief Commissioner James Quinton and 
other British officials lost their lives, has ar- 


rived in this city. 

According to Mrs. Grimwood’s account of 
the Manipur massacre, the whole disaster 
was entirely due to the rashness of Com- 
missioner Quinton in refusing to listen to the 
sensible advice given him in regard to 
negotiations being conducted with the native 
chiefs concerning the disposition of the ma- 
harajah. Mrs. Grimwood, adds that the Brit- 
ish have little right to complain of Senaputty’s 
treachery insomuch as Senaputty (second 
brother of the de d maharajah and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Manipuri’s forces) was 
invited by Quinton to attend Durbar with the 
direct intention of taking him unawares and 
placing him under arrrest without bloodshed, 
which would, it was supposed, have resulted 
from an attempt to openly arrest him. 

Senaputty became suspicious of Quinton’s 
intentions and did not appear at Durbar but 
captured his expectant captors, and after- 
wards allowed the Manipuris to wreak 
blgody véngeance upon his captives. 

rs. Grimwood’ story, which nobody seems 
to doubt, is a true version of events which led 
up to the Manipur massacre, and has caused 
severe reflection to be cast upon the manner in 
which the entire Manipur incident has been 
handled, from the time the maharajah was 
deposed down tothe apparently inexplicable 
delay in pushing forward the British forces.

FISH, OYSTERS AND TURTLES. 


One of the Rising Industries of South- 
western Texas. 

San AntoniA, Tex., April 29.— [Special. 
The taking and canning of oysters and turtles 
for the markets from the waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico, while yet in its infancy, has already 
attained the dignity of an established busi- 
ness at Rockport and Corpus Christi, and in 
connection with the shipments of fish is quite 
an industry. The business is very nearly 
monopolized by Italians and Mexicans, so far 
as the handling of fish are concerned, and only 
those that are found in shoal waters are taken, 
such asred fish, trout, croakers, flounders, 
sheephead and similar kinds. Only 
two or three of these  varie- 
ties ever find their way to any- 
thing like distant markets. It has been the 
custom of fishermen along the gulf coast to 
only drag their seines where the water is shal- 
low enough for them to wade, which is very 
destructive to the fish, breaking up thespawn- 
ing grounds and driving the fish away from 
their accustomed feeding and breeding places. 
No more profitable business could be entered 
into than to properly fit out a fleet of small 
vessels for fishing in the deeper waters of the 
gulf, where Spanish mackerel, groupers, red 
snapper, pompano and other varieties abound, 
but are never seen in the markets, but 
would command ready sale and good Rer. 

Oysters are being cultivated to some extent 
in the bays and estuaries of the gulf 2 d 
purchasers throughout the interior of the 
country as well aslarge shipments that are 
made to pointsin other states. No attempt 
has been made to improve the oyster, as has 
been done in other countries, but the time 
is coming when more attention will be paid to 
the production of the bivalves both as to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

Green turtles are taken along the gulf coast, 
and such as are not shipped alive are prepared 
at an establishment near Rockport, ed and 
shipped to the northern markets. The de- 
mand has never yet been fully met. Pens 
have been built out in the water, where the 
fishermen put the turtles as they are caught, 
until it is convenient to take them to the fac- 
tory. These turtles are always in prime con- 
dition and vary in weight from 150 to 600 
pounds. 

Nothing has ever been done in the way ot 
shipping shrimps or crabs to markets more 
distant than Austin or San Antonio, though 
they exist in quantities and are era taken. 
The shrimp of the gulf are large and of deli- 
cious flavor, and the crabs excellent. The 
opening for the taking and marketing of these 
delicacies and the building up of a remunera- 
tive business is exceptionally promising. The 
establishment of a depot for the handling of 
these products of the waters of the gulf at San 
Antonio would be a profitable investment, and 
this city, on account of its commanding loca- 
tion, being the trade center of southwest 
oe is of all others the place to operate

| Interesting Memorial Exercises in Sanders- 
ville—The Old Flag. 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., April 29.~[Special.]— 
Colonel Beverly P. Evans, St., delivered the 
memorial address in Sandersville. 

Then followed the recitation of the, “Can- 
teen,“ by Miss Weddon, which was most beau- 
tifully and gracefully rendered. 

The confederate battle flag of the Fourth 
Georgia regiment was used in the services. 
Crowds of veterans with tears in their eyes 
gathered around this relic of the days that 
tried men's souls, A history of the flag 
was read by Captain W. C. Matthews. After 
this Miss Clara Park, in a beautiful and most 
impressive manner, recited the “Conquered 
Banner, Captain Matthews slowly furling the 
banner as she recited this touching poem. 

After the services all repaired to the ceme- 
tery, and for anjhour were engaged in strewing 
flowers over the graves of our soldier dead. 

' To Ensign James F. or gm of Atlanta, 
and to Colonel Evan Howell and Judge R. I. 

Rodgers the Memorial Association is largely 
indebted for their ald in gsecur- 
ing for their use the old battle 
flag. These two last named gentlemen 
were once citizens of this county, going to war

c THE STORY OF THE FLAG. 

This battle flag was once the standard of 
the Fourth Georgia regiment, Doles’s brigade, 
Rodes’s division, Stonewall Jackson's corps of 


that grandest of all armies, the army of north- 


ern Virginia, and this gentleman to whom I 
now introduce to you-Ensign James F. Murphy 
born in the city of Boston, of Irish parents, 


the bearer of this flag all through the war, re- 
ceiving five painful wounds under its folds. ! 
The flags at first borne by the regiments in the 
field were the stars and bars but owing to the 
difficulty of distinguishing them in battle 
from the stars and stripes led to a change being 
made, and ＋ adoption of the battle flags of 
which this is a counterpart of all the rest. 

In the hands of this gallant ensign this flag 
was carried in the center of the Fourth Geor- 
gia tregiment from Norfolk to Lee’s mills, 


| where it received its first baptism of fire.

Up to, and during this last named battle, it 
was carried on a nicely carved walnut staff, 
with a spear mounted above its folds; 
but at Malvern Fill, early in 
the fight, cis staff was shot 
in two_just above the hands grasping it. 
Seizing it above the break and picking up the 
piece shot off, he again bore it aloft; again 
above his handsit was shot in twain, again 
seizing it. above the break of the staff it was 
again shot in two just below its folds, but 
nothing-daunted this brave ensign, up to that 
time unhurt, seized it among its folds and held 
it on high amid a storm of bullets and cannon 
shot, and around it the Fourth Georgia rallied 
and followed her gallant ensign to victory. 

Preserving the pieces of the staff he and Gen- 
eral Doles, then colone! of the Fourth Georgia 
regiment, put them together binding them at 
each break with silver bands. The staff was 
then sent to Milledgeville forsafe keeping and 
today is preserved in the armory of the Bald- 
win Blues an honored and a silent but elo- 
quent testimonial of gallant deeds by gallant 
men. 

WITH A NEW STAFF. 

From Richmondon to Manassas and Ch@n- 
tilly and from thence across the Potomac to 
Frederick City and Harper’s Ferry and back 
to Sharpsburg this flag all the way was borne 
and fluttered to the breeze: At Sharpsburgir 
one by one the gallant defenders 
fell bravely fighting, and at nightfall on that 
terrible day only a few were left alive and able 
to flaunt with it defiance to the foe. Among 
that few was our — ensign here, and to 
whom, for his gallantry in that fight, General 
Doles presented with a handsome sword that 
he had taken from a captured officer. 

In the battles of Fredericksburg and Chan- 
cellorsville this flag was borne into the thick- 
est of battle, and when the gallantarmy of Lee 
went on that ill-fated expedition to Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1863, this flag was among the first to be 
bogne across the Potomac, and it waved as far 
north as the Susquehannah, in sight of Har- 
risburg. 

On that first day’s fight at Gettysburg this

he | flag was the first to mark the alignment of 


Ewell’s corps as they emerged from the woods 
to the left of Seminary Ridge, and was borne 
through the city after the fleeing yankees. 

At Spottsylvania Grant’s lines, with greatly 
superior numbers, made such a heavy assault 
on Rode’s lines that they were forced. Just as 
the retreat commenced, our allant 
ensign fell severely wounded, andin the con- 
fusion of retreat was forgotten. Realizing 
that this flag would fall into the hands of the 
énemy—although he was unable to get on his 
feet—he stripped this flag from its staff, and 
folding it up hid it under his gray jacket and 
threw the Staff as far from him as he could. 
Grant's lines, flushed with victory, passed over 
him, never for a moment thinking that beneath 
the jacket of that wounded confederate was 

a trophy that was worth more to them than 
any other prize they could have taken. Later in 
the day the tide of battle changed, and Gordon's 
division retook the lines and recaptured our 
ensign ‘with his colors still under his jacket.

The Unpopularity of Gold. 

Of all currency gold is the most unpopular 
in business circles. 

A Washington correspondent of a western 
paper says that sometime ago he met a 
merchant who complained that a debtor had 
paid the sum of $3,000 in gold. If the 
amount had been in greenbacks the merchant 
could have paid the money into his bank 
and received credit without delay.. But the 
gold gave him trouble. The bank declined 
to credit him with the sum total because 
some gold coins when worn are not worth 
their face value. The man of business 
rushed over to the treasury and tried to ex- 
change the coins for nqtes. The officials 
made the same objection and finally weighed 
each coin, making the merchant wait an 
hour. Then three coins were handed back 
to him with crosses on them to indicate that 
they were short weight, and he was directed 
to send them tothe mint, where he would 
receive their actual value. 

The merchant informed the correspondent 
that business men generally objected to gold. 


Knowing that the government is perfectly 


good for its promises, they prefer treasury 
notes as a matter of convenience. 

Gold is chiefly valuable as a circulating 
medium in countries which are subject to 
frequent revolutions and changes of govern- 
ment. It is treasured in such countries by 
the people because they distrust their govern- 
ments. A wealthy nation with almost un- 
limited credit, and with a stable government, 
is so little dependent upon gold that it is not 
obliged to make ita single standard. 

Such a nation can easily run a double 
standard of gold and silver, and it can very 
safely issue great quantities of paper money. 
So long as the world has faith in a strong 
government and a wealthy country back of 
it, people prefer promises to pay instead of 
payment itself. 


Reasons for Free Coinage. 
A correspondent wants us to go somewhat 


| into the silver question and explain to him 


why free coinage is necessary. He says that 
he isa good democrat, with no prejudices 
against those who are for freecoinage. The 
matter, however, is not clear to him, and he 
wants light. 

If our correspondent had been a reader of 
Tue CONSTITUTION during the past ten 
years, or if he had had the nerve to study 
the question for himself, he would not be 
under the necessity of making such inquiries, 

To make the matter entirely clear to a 
seeker after knowledge it would be necessary 
to go into the history of the matter, and we 
have not time for that. Our correspondent, 
however, will do well to bear in mind that 
the demonetization of silver in this country— 
that is to say, the closing of our mints against 
the free coinage of/silver bullion—was the 
result of a disreputable trick on the part of 
certain republican congressmen, who were in 
éollusion with the financial agents of Great 
Britain. There was not the slightest neces- 
sity for this demonetization, and no demand 
for it except on the part of certain bankers 
with Britishconnections. This disreputable 


trick has resulted in an abnormal financial 


condition, which the people have been trying 
to correct. 

We can not give a better reason for the 
free coinage of silver than to quote from the 
report of Secretary Manning, who was head 
of the treasury under Mr. Cleveland. The 
abnormal condition which is the result of the 
demonetization of silver Mr. Manning calls 
“the monetary dislocation.”’ It is a some- 
what vague term, but it will do. It is a 
direct ) nce of the monetary disloca- 
tion,“ says Mr. Cleveland’s secretary, that 
wheat of India, which there fetched 3 rupees 
per quintal fourteen years ago, and there 
fetches 3 rupees per quintal today, can be 
sold in London, cost of transportation apart, 
for as little as the gold price of 3 rupees in 
London today—a fall of 25 per cent. The 


‘ lowered price of wheat jn London has had to 


be met by a lower price of the American 
wheat in London. The prices of our surplus 
wheat (that which is exported) determines 
the price of the whole wheat crop of the 
United States. So that the monetary dislo- 
cation (the demonetization of silver by the 
United States) has already cost our farming 
population, who number nearly one-half the 
total population of the United States, an al- 
most incomputable sum—a loss of millions 
upon millions of dollars every year. 

What Mr. Manning says of wheat is equally 
true of the price of cotton. A comparison of 
the prices of wheat and cotton with those of 


-» silver will prove conclusively that the cereal, 


the staple and the metal go up and down 


> togither. If we add the losses of the wheat 
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opposed to the monthly cvinage of $2,000,000 
of silver under the Bland law, and wanted 
to still further cheapen our cereal and staple 
crops by repealing the act. It is rare that 
so logical an argument has so futile an appll- 
cation. Yet the argument stands, and it is 
unanswerable. cae 

There is still another reason for free coin- 
age. It is only one of many that could be 
brought forward, but we select it because it 
is not often dwelt on by those who discuss 
the matter. It is this—that the free coinage of 
silver will to a great extent relieve the govern- 
ment of the necessity of engaging in the busi- 
ness of distributing the circulation. At cer- 
tain seasons the banks in and about Wall 
street. call on the treasury to come to their 
aid and dump money into. their pockets. 
Whenever this occurs there is invariably a 
financial crisis on hand, and more or less un- 
easiness throughout the country. 

The free coinage of silver will carry 
money into the legitimate channels. The 
government will not own a dollar of the 
money that is coined. The bullion coined 
will find its way into circulation, and, to that 
extent, relieve the government of employing 


the treasury asa bank. The silver bullion 


will be coined on private account, and the 


money will find its way into business in a 


natural way. ' 

If our correspondent will study thiis ques- 
tion he will find it interesting, and we hope 
to be able, from time to time, to give him 
further hints and suggestions.

Now that we are about to celebrate the 
four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Columbus, people are very

York it is different. A recent decision of 
the supreme court holds that a commission 
or common carrier business is not à viola- 
tion of the law against pool-selling. Under 


this decision the pool men have started 


again, calling themselves commission 
dealers“ and their places of business com- 
mission houses. They propose in consid- 
eration of a commission to place money at 
the track by telegraph. * 

It remains to be seen how the New York 
dodge will pan out. It is plainly a subter- 
fuge to evade the law, and the court of ap- 
peals may at any time so constriie the 
statute that this device to get around it will 
be knocked in the head. 5 ie s 

This is the situation at present. In New 
York the pool sellers are on top as com- 
mission dealers.“ In Atlanta they are 
squelched by a city ordinance. Our iron- 
clad laws nd direct methods are very simple, 
but they cannot be successfully dodged. 
But in the metropolis every statute and or- 
dinance appears to be so loosely drawn that 
it amounts to nothing. The way tosuppress 
pool sellers is to suppress them. When the 
New Yorkers once get this into their heads 
they will have no further trouble.

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Forty-four Thousand Acres Under Cultiva- 
tlon—The Rates and the Question of 
eee Distribution. 


Avpany, Ga., April 29.—[Special.]—The 
meeting of the Georgia Melon Growers’ Asso- 
ciation was one of the largest ever held. Dele- 
gates were on hand from all parts of the melon 
belt, from Macon to Quitman. The crop is so 
much larger than ever before, that the growers 
are anxious to perfect means for its distribu- 
tion. The question of rates is already settled 
on last years’ basis of 8 mills per ton mile to 
Ohio river points, and all that remains to be 
done is to grow the crop arid market it. 

Looking to the question of distribution, 
Chairman McRae called upon representatives 
of the exchange to offer suggestions. Mr. 
Jones, of Macon, a purchaser of 400 cars and 
also a grower, suggested that all shipments go 
through the hands of a melon exchange, and 
that steps be taken to organize such a corpora- 
tion. 

Mr. O. M. Howser, of the Macon produce 
exchange, expressed surprise that a gentleman 
living in the same city should have overlooked 
an organization already in business} equipped 
for doing just the work ha had. outlined. Mr. 
Howser then suggested that the growers ship 
through the Macon produce exchange all mel- 
ons they could not sell on the track at home. 
The exchange had made arrangements with 
the commission men in 200 towns 
and cities to sell watermelons, and 
Mr. Howser suggested that such 
cars as could not be sold at home be shipped 
to some one of these 200 houses, the melon 
grower to select his own market, but to advise 
the exchange of the shipment and destination, 
and then turn over the further managment of 
the melons en route to the Macon exchange, 
giving it the right to change the destination of 
the melons when it might be known that the 
markets shipped to were glutted. 

Mr. Forrester thought this plan would not 
work, as it would be impossible to get melon 
growers. to surrender control of their melons to 
anybody until the fruit was sold. 

Mr. Howser replied that it would be im- 
possible for the Macon produce exchange to 
distribute the crop well unless it had control 
of the shipments. It would be glad to have 
consignments from the growers of this section, 
and would do the best it could for them, but as 
the plan had been adopted with reference to 
the future of. the exchange, and for the pur- 
pose of securing melon shipments from the 
neighborhood of Macon, and as melons had 
already been secured from that district, the 
plan could not now be changed. 

On Mr. J. L. Hand’s motion, a committee 
was appointed to select the commission house 
to which the melon growers should confine 
their shipments. 

Mr. Hand and Mr. Forrester emphasized the 
idea that by confining shipments to one com- 
mission house in an ordinary market, and five 
at the most in the largest cities, the other com- 
mission men would be forced to come here and 
buy melons on the track. That was the ob- 
ject sought to be accom plished. 

THE REPORT ON SHIPPING POINTS. 

The committee was appointed by sugges- 
tions from the different shipping points, 
adopted by the chair of the committee as fol- 
lows: :

Carter and A. H. Nelson, of Meigs; John W.

This committee meets in two weeks. It was 
stated that the southern railroads had been 
notified by those north of the Ohio river that 
in less the growers stopped shipping unmarket 
able melons, the freight rates would be raised. 
In some cases railroads haye to dump the 
melons and lose the freight charges, conse- 
quently they would have to raise the rates to 
cover that loss. It was the sense of the melon 
growers present that a rigid inspection of 
melons by the railroads at shipping points 
would keep bad melons out of the northern 
cities, and do much to prevent the markets 
from being glutted. 

BIG MELONS ONLY. | 

By a rising vote the association pledged 
itself to ship no melons under eighteen pounds, 
and adopted a resolution requesting railroads 
not. to accept for shipment melons under 
eighteen pounds, deformed, sunburnt, green 
or overripe; without the prepayment of freight 
charges. 

The question of distribution of the crop being 
under consideration, the representative of Tun 


1 Constitution was asked by Mr. Forrester to 


explain the system of daily advices by which 
this paper proposes to help the melon 
growers market their crop. This was 
shown to be by the collection of melon ship- 
ments by wire from the different roads in the 
melon belt, and the publication of the consol- 
idated returns, showing each day how many 
cars were shipped to each market from the 
whole melon-growing region. Supplementary 
to this vas to be a table showing the aggregate 
of such shipments to each. point for the pre. 
ceding six days. 

Mr. J. L. Hand said this would be excellent 
if it could be gotten out to the shippers quick 
enough for use in the next day's loading. He 
suggested that for three years the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway had put up daily 
bulletins at all its melon stations, showing the 
number and destination of all cars shipped 
from that road on the day previous. If all the 


roads would do this, and the information could 


be made to include shipments from the whole 
melon region, this, with the publication of the 
same information in Tue Coxsrrrurrox, with 
a consolidation of every day for six days, would 
go far to help the problem of bution.

Of all the agencies to this end the county insti- 
tute has proven the most efficient. No statistics 
as to the training of teachers of Georgia have 
been prepared. Rhode Island, after careful in- 

uiring, found that of her public school teachers 
d r cent were coll uates, 62 per cent 
high school and academic, 21 per cent normal 
and 13 per cent received only a common 
school education. 

I have no idea that Georgia could show as good a 
record. Fully 85 per cent of our teachers are fur- 
nished by the secondary schools. From the best 
information I can obtain not over 20 per cent of

THE RAILROAD COMMIS- 
SION YESTERDAY. 


Colonel Stahiman Tells Why Freight Dis- 
criminations in Favor of Terminal Points 
Should’ Not Be Interfered With. 


There was an important hearing before the 
railroad commission yesterday. 

And all the prominent traffic men of the 
various railroads were present. 
 By.an act ot the last legislature the railroad 
commission was instructed to find ont if there 
was any discrimination by the railroads of the 
state engaged in intérstate traffic between 
freight rates for intermediate and terminal 
points in favor of the terminal points, and if 
so the commission should call the attention of 
the roads to the same. Thenif the roads failed 
to rectify the existing rates, to report the same 
to the interstate commerce commission through 
the attorney general. , 

In order to carry out the me ae of this 
act the commission summoned all the fail- 
roads engaged in interstate traffic, to appear 
before the commission today to explain the 
cause of such discrimination. 

There were present Colonel E. B. Stahlman, 
representing the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis; Major Shellman and Major White- 
head, of the Central; Captain Tyler and Mr. 
Lutz, of the Atlanta and West Point; Major 
Greene, of the Georgia; Colonel C. W. 
Wrenn, Mr. Davan and Mr. Fitzgerald, of 
the East Tennessee; Mr. Joseph M. Brown, of 
the Western and Atlantic, and others. 

Colonel Stahlman was selected as the 
spokesman of the party. His speech was a 
perfect gem,” to quote the language of the 
other railroad men, who in turn, one after 
another, announced that he had covered the 
ground so thoroughly that it would be useless 
for them to add anything to what he had 


said. 

Colonel Stahlman acknowledged that there 
was discrimination in favor of terminal points 
as against intermediate points, for, said he, 
nature and competitive lines have made it so. 
But, he said, there was no unjust discrimina- 
tion. The act of the legislature provided a 
penalty simply in cases where there was un- 
just discrimination. Take, for instance, said 
he, as an illustration, the towns of Savannah 
and Milledgeville. Water lines via Baltimore 
or New York compete’ with: us for western 
business. We are compelled to meet that, 
but that is no reason why we should not make 
some profit on our freight to Milledgeville. 
Again,” said he, “take Atlanta, that has 
spent thousands of dollars to get the roads she 
has, and take some way station between here 
and Birmingham that never contributed a 
dollar to get the road. Should not At- 
lanta get a better freight rate from the 
west than the small town that gets 
practically no freight and contributed nothing 
towards the building of the road?“ 

In this strain Colonel Stahlman went on for 


neariy two hours, concluding by citing many, 


decisions of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion where they refused to compel roads not 
to discriminate in favor of terminal and coast 
points. 

The other representatives: present added but 
few words to what Colonel Stahlman said. 
The commission took no action, but it was the 
generat opinion of those present that the com- 
missioners would not interfere with the pres- 
ent rates between Ohio river points and points 
in Georgia,

A Number of Prominent Railroaders in the 
City—New Trains and Excursions.

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IN THE COURTS. 


THE UNDERWOOD CASE POSTPONED 
UNTIL MONDAY. 


A Number of Other Cases Disposed ‘of in 
the Courts Yesterday—An In- 
sane Prisoner—Other News. 


The case of the state against Elisha H. 
Underwood, charged with the murder of Alex 
A. Sayre, was called in the criminal branch of 
the superior court yesterday. 

The state was represented by Solicitor Gen- 
eral C. D. Hili and Mr. W. J. Neal, of 
Rome, and the defense by Hon. W. C. Glenn, 
of this city, and Mr. W. R. Rankin, of Cal- 
houn. 

The defense was not ready because of the 
absence of one of the most important wit- 
nesses, Mrs. Sayre, widow of the murdered 
man. 

Soon after the tragedy she left the city and 
went tothe home of her brother in Gordon 
county, where she has since resided. 

Mrs. Sayre, the aged mother of the man for 
the taking of whose life Underwood is being 
held for trial, lives near Calhoun, and has been 
almost broken-hearted since the sad death of 
her only son. 

As the defense announced that the testimony 
of Mrs. Sayre, and of her brother, Mr. Duggar, 
were the most important features for shat side 
of the case, a continuance was granted until 
Monday next. 3 

Underwood is looking well, and appears self- 
possessed and hopeful, even in the face of the 
terrible accusation. 

Acts As If Insane. 

Charlie Jackson, a stalwart negro, of a gin- 
ger-cake color, was brought to the courthouse 
from the jail in a carriage. 

He is charged with an assault with intent to 
murder upon the person of his wife, or the 
woman that he wanted to be his wife. 

He went to her house and asked her to go 
and live with him. She refused, whereupon 
he grew peremptory in his demands. 

The woman fired up and as indignantly 
rejected his overtures, whereupon the des- 
perate suitor drew a pistol and fired two 
bullets into the body of the woman. 

She had another lover, and shortly after the 
shooting he came to the city, having been 
away for some time. When Jackson heard 
that he was coming he went to the house 
again. The woman was locked up in her 
room, and the other lover saluted him with a 
couple of pistol bullets, both of which took 
effect. 

Jackson was arrested, placed in jail, one of 
the balls extracted and was given every pos- 
sible attention. 

A few days ago he became suddenly very 
ill, and not only did he appear to be sick phys- 
ically, but mentally unbalanced. 

His appearance in court was that of an idiot, 
and he pertinaciously refused to answer any 
questions. He was sent back to jail, anda 
thorough examination of his condition 
ordered.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, April 29.— The stock market opened ‘s 
to i under yesterday’s, closing under hammering by 
bears and selling orders from London, but offerings 
were absorbed readily, and the conservative bullish 
temper of the street was reflected in the quiet busi- 
ness and upward movement of prices, even though the 
latter was kept within extremely narrow limits, ex- 
cept in a few stocks. In the afternoon a report was 
received to the effect that Ohio miners had agreed to 
accept last year’s prices, and this was taken to indi- 
cate that strikes in any other coal districts wouldn’t 
last long. Reports of grain prospects were exceed- 
ingly favorabie, and ofa character to give confidence in 
the matter of prospective railroad earnings. The is- 
sue of the Burlington statement of earnings for March, 
however, was so unfavorable that it precipitated an- 
other selling movement, which had the effect of knock- 
ing Burlington off 2 per cent, and the general market 
gave evidences of a lack of support for a moment. 
List followed in the wake of Burlington, and prices 
were brought down to something below the level of 
the opening figures all along the line. The early 
morning advances were in all cases wiped out, except 
in a few specialties, such as Cordage and Lackawana, 
which had displayed marked strength and made ma- 
terial gains. The market finally closed steady, efforts 
in the last few minutes to recover stock put out on de- 
cline making a slight rally. The close was quiet and 
steady, at fractional losses from last night’s prices as a 
rule.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
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Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 29.—The grain markets all opened 
very much lower than yesterday's closing prices this 
morning, and with almost a panicky feeling, on ac- 
count of disquieting rumors as to the financial stand- 
ing of R. P. Hutchinson, the veteran speculator, as he 
was understood to have a heavy line of trades in all of 
the pits, in which he was carrying heavy losses. The 
markets were further affected asthe day progressed 
favorably by a report that his checks had been all duly 
honored at the board of trade clearing house, and un- 
favorably by stories to the effect that he had mysteri- 
ously disappeared, and that he had probably either 
committed suicide or was wandering about demented. 
Fine weather and lower cables also had their influence 
on the market, and the uncertain news received re- 
garding the French duty tended to create an unsettled 
feeling. The result wasthat July wheat opened at 
81.04% against 81.06 at the close yesterday. Some 
operators, having trades with Hutchinson, clesed them 
out; but the market did not sink below the opening 
inside figures, for shorts began to buy heavily, and 
the price quickly advanced to 51.05%, then eased off 
again, and for considerable time held within FI. Os 
1.05% Then the following cable from Liverpool was 
shown around: 

“Wheat and corn unchanged; strong and tending 
upward on certain remission of one-half of the present 
French duty on wheat, and whole of duty on corn.“ 

Under jthis stimulus July wheat sold up to §1.05%, 
and for some time there was a strong and active 
market. 

But Ream, Pardridge and other leading bears 
showed heavy lines on advance. A dispatch was re- 
ceived contradicting the reported removal of the 
French duty, and weakness again set in. It was 
helped by the report of Hntchison’s disappearance, on 
the strength of which a good deal of his long stuff was 
thrown on the market. This caused a break to $1.01. 
The closing cables were stronger, however, and July 
sold up again to I. 05%, but weakened later and closed 
at ze below that. 

There was much activity and excitement in corn 
with a wide and irregular range of prices, chiefly the 
result of the Hutchinson rumors. The market opened 
weak at 61\44@61%c¢ for July on a report that a large 
line of long property was to be sold, and the offerings 
of local room traders were heavy. The property re- 
ferred to not coming on the market prices reacted, 
selling up to 624, and early sellers turned buyers ata 
considerable loss. The advance did not hold, estimates 
for tomorrow of 596 cars being announced, and prices 
receded to nearly opening figures. Some long prop- 
erty also came on the market about this time, which 
had a depressing influence; but, on a rumor that the 
the French import duty would be removed, took a 
jump to.63\4c, eased off on a contradiction of this and 
closed ut 62. 

Oats were active and unsettled; and, although open- 
ing weaker and lower, reacted and closed \4@Ic higher 
than yesterday. A good deal of long stuff came out, 
but after the flurry suosided a better feeling developed, 
The.change was chiefly due to a large demand for cash 
oats from shippers, who bought so freely as to advance 
prices She. 

Provisions were weak for a short time near the 
opening in sympathy with the grains, but recovered 
with the cereals, Pork closed at a loss of ic compared 
with yesterday’s close, and lard is off 2, but ribs are 
up 26.

Under the name of Crockett, it was learned 
that he drew a draft through the Capital City 
bank, on Eugene Dorzlett & Son, of St. Louis, 


Chief Detective Couch, upon learning that 
Crockett, who appeared as the consignor wf 
in the forged bills 
of lading had personally drawn a draft throngh 


oper, before the officials of that bank. 

Mr. Peter Clarke, the teller, readily identi- 
fed him as the man who had signed Stuart 
Crockett to the $650 draft on Eugene Dorzlett 
& Son, of St. Louis, and which draft was re- 
fused payment by that firm. It was sent back 
to the Capital City back and is now in Mr. 
Clarke’s possession. 

This seems to show that Dunn 18 Crockett, 
and the forged way bills and bogus drafts 
are all signed by Crockett, consignor. 

The detectives have also ascertained that 
Dunn assumed the name of Crockett, doubt- 
less because of the fact that a cotton dealer of 
Jouesboro, Ga. This Mr. Crockett, how- 

death being known to the Memphis cotton 

men, upon whom the drafts were drawn, 
caused them to begin the investigation, which 
resulted in Dunn’s arrest. 

This investigation, however, was not insti- 
tuted before Brooks, Neely & Co., one of the 
Memphis firms, had paid the $3,500 draft drawn 
on them. But this money never reached 
Dunn. The firm discovered the mistake in 
time to telegraph the Southern Express Com- 
pany to hold the money, and finally got it 
back again. 

A telegram was received from H. W. Wad- 
dell, railroad agent at Columbus, Miss., notify- 
ing the officials that this signature on the 
Crockett bills of lading was a forgery, and that 
no cotton such as mentioned had been shipped 
through his office. 

The signature of J. D. Evans, railroad agent 
at West Point, Miss., isalso declared a forgery. 

Mr. C. T. Campbell, district superintendent 
of the Southern Express Company, at Atlanta, 
has been officially notified of tae bogus drafts, 
and directing him to be on the Jookout in case 
the same scheme has been attempted in other 
places. 

Captain Couch thinks Dunn is one of a gang 
of swindlers who have been working recently 
from New York, two of whom were caught 
there recently by Inspector Byrnes. 

Telegrams were sent to Austin, Tex., which 
place Dunn claimed as his home,yesterday. A 
reply was received stating that he was known 
there, but not by any means prominently. 

He had, it was stated. invested $5,000 there 
a year or two ago. A telegram was also sent 
to San Antonio, but no answer came back. 

Up to Dunn’s identification as Stewart 
Crockett by Mr. Clarke at the Capital City 
bank, the officers thought it possible that he 


he is the guilty party. 

Dunn yesterday employed Col. B. F. Abbott 
as his attorney, and it is likely that he will try 
the virtue of habeas corpus today. 

Miss Maurice, the New York skirt dancer 
who has been sharing Dunn’s fortunes with 
him, left yesterday for New York. 

She said she did not oare what became of 
Dunn, and was glad enough to get away from

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 27.—A. B. Connolly, 
Chief of Police, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: A party 
whose letterheads show that he is located in your 
tity as cotton buyer and signing his name as J. 
Stewart Crockett has sent Brooks, Neely & Co. 
s bill of lading for 118 bales of cotton 
dated West Point, Miss., and signed 
J. D. Evans. Evans is the _ railroad 
agent at that point, but telegraphs Brooks, Neely 
& Co. that there was no cotton shipped, and to 
all appearance the bill of lading is u forgery. J. 
Stewart Crockett also drew a draft on Brooks, 
Neely & Co., based on the bill of lading for $3,500 
in favor of C. Guy Corbett & Co., of date April 
23d, and they endorse it to the Southern Express 
Company at your place for collection. The firm 
namè was endorsed on the back of the draft by J. 
W. Watson, attorney. Brooks, Neely & Co. paid 
the draft, but afterward got it back from the 
Southern Express Company. The same party also 
sent Hill, Fontaine & Co. bill of lading of 110 bales 
of cotton from West Point, Miss., and Toof, Mc- 
Gowan & Co. 101 bales trom Columbus, Miss., and 
drew draſts on all parties. I donot know who the 
criminal is, butthis no doubt is a rank forgery 
and swindle. What I would like you to do is to 
investigate the matter and write or wire the re- 
sult. Allthe bills of lading are dated 3-22, but it 
was evidently intended for 4-22. a.

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SIMPLE TALKS ON THE EYE. 


“The proper study of mankind is man.” If this 
be so, then it is not amiss to consider one of the 
most important parts in the make-up of a man, 
viz.: his eyes. 

The eye is curiously and wonderfully formed, 
and it is the most perfect optical contrivance. 
is apparently complicated, and yet it is simple’ 
It is strong, and yet in a certain way delicate. It 
receives the light, allows it to pass through the 
aqueous humor, crystalline lens, and vitreous hu- 
mor, whose function itis to properly assort and 
distribute the rays and throw them on the retina. 
Thus we have the sense of sight. The eye is called 
upon frequently to work two-thirds of the 
time, and it performs the task reli- 
ably and uncomplainingly until tired 
nature can bold out no Jonger, then the assistance 
of glasses is required. Glasses are used mainly b 
ö for presbyopia or old sight as it is called. 

his occurs at the age of forty and forty-five, and 
is easy to correct, if glasses are used in time. In 
young persons the ciliary muscle contracts and 
makes the crystalline lens more convex, but, as 
one grows older, the muscle becomes Jess able to 
do this work, and the crystalline lens grows 
harder, and it is necessary to apply convex glasses 
of proper strength to correct this deficiency. A 
few of the other defects of vision are mentioned 
and illustrated below. 


SHOWING A PERFECT EYE. 


In the above illustration it will be seen that the 
emimetropic or perfectly formed eye is adjusted 
for parallel rays of right. In such an eye the rays 
enter, pass through the crystalline leus, and the 
other refractive media and focus exactly on the 
retina at the back. The impression is then con- 
veyed to the brain through the optic nerve, and 
the result is perfect vision. 

It is frequently the case that, by reason of de- 
fective construction of the eye, the distance to the 
retina is too great and the rays focus before reachi- 
ing the retina. 


DIAGRAM OF MYOPIC EYE. 


This condition causes myopia, or near-sighted- 
ness, asit is generally called. The above cut shows 
this defect plainty. Another type of imperfect 
vision is illustrated here. 


THE HYPERMETROPIC EYE. 
This is the reverse of myopia,in thatthe dis- 
tance from the lens to the retina is too short. The 


rays do not focus onthe retina, and thus the 
hypermetrope has-biurred and indistinct vision. 


DIPLOPA, 

This causes a person to see double, and is not 80 
common as the other defects noted above. It is gen 
erally corrected by the use of lenses ground in tlie 
form of prisms. For hypermetropia convex 
lenses are worn, and cases of near-sightedness are 
relieved by concave lenses. There are many other 
defects that cannot be spoken of now, on account 
ot lack of space, but we will say afew words 
about astizmatism, trom which many persons 
suffer. It is caused by a want of symmetry in the 
cornea, and there are several varieties of the 
simple and compound astigmatism. It is treated by 
oculists and cyiindrical lenses prescribed and they 
are furnished by the optician. Numbers of peo- 
ple, including children, have, frequent headaches, 
and do not understand the cause. Itis often the 
result of astigmatisin.
